or the necessity for repairs. Other- 
wise the neutral country must intern 
the prize crew, and return the vessel. 

AN AFTERTHOUGHT 
In this case, the German prize 

Crew could give no reasonable 
grounds for entering Murmansk and 
were interned. Later, however, they 
claimed the machinery of the vessel 
was In need of repairs and they 
were released. ; 

However, this step was only an 
afterthought, and Washington’: view is 
that it was the Soviet’s clear duty to 
hand the ship back to the American 
crew.—Reuter.

On July 13, in. a conversation be- 
tween the husband and the eldest 
danghter, who asked that a doctor be 
sent for her mother, the husband re- 
‘plied that she had better’ take the 
medicine which had been prepared. 

When accused heard this, she re- 
marked that Kan apparently pre- 
ferred to spend his money on _ his 
concubine. :

Dr. Ko Pik Po, who told how the - 
dead woman was admitted at, 9 am. 
to the Queen Mary hospital, said she 
was suffering from multiple injuries 
to the face and chopper wounds on 
the left hand and right wrist. The 
patient was pale and he administered 
an injection, but she died soon after. 

In reply to Mr, Anderson, witness 
said that had the patient been treated 
immediately after the incident, or 
within two hours, her chances of re- 
covery would have been great.. 

Dr. Kong Sau-yau, who attended 
accused from her arrival in hospital 
on July 17, said her temperature was 
then 102 and went down to 99.6 the 
following day. Her temperature was 
normal after that till her discharge 
on September 18.

DECLARATION? 


By VINCENT TOWNE 


Many wise heads have held that one ~ 


of the most flagrant of our historical 
fallacies is that which has long 
credited Thomas Jefferson with au- 
thorship of the original draft of the 
Declaration of Independence. 

\ History states that on June 10, 
1776, the lower house of Congress, 
sitting in Philadelphia, entrusted the 
framing of that great instrument to 
a committee composed of John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin, Roger Sherman, 
Robert R. Livingston and Jefferson. 
Less authentic history states that -of 
these, Franklin was first selected for 
the task, but that his colleagues, fear- 
ing his sense of humour, turned to 
others on the committee and finally 
intrusted the duty to Jefferson. In 
fact, tourists. to Philadelphia to-day 
are shown a tablet which marks a 
bullding at the corner of 7th and 
Market Sts., as the site of the house 
in which. the great Virginian wrote 
the original draft of the document 
which was to sever us from the mo- 
ther country. 

Whoever wrote the original De- 
claration saw it altered considerably 
by Congress before that body even- 
tually adopted it, and there is no re- 
cord of the militant Jefferson’s hav- 
ing ever uttered any protest against 
these changes. 

Some students of history are con- 
vinced that Jefferson did: not frame 
the original draft .for the following 
reasons: . ; 

The draft excoriated ghe British 
King for having carried on the slave 
trade, whereas Jefferson was a slave- 
holder; that it rebuked “Scotch and 
foreign mercenaries,” whereas Jeffer- 
son was particularly fond of the peo- 
‘ple of Scotland, and that it contain- 
ed expressions which  Jefferson’s 
writings ‘nowhere contain, as well 
as views opposite to him. Some au- 
thorities, who have carefully weigh- 
ed all of the evidence, claim that 
these sentiments and expressions so 
ill-befitting Jefferson exactly fit the 
theories and echo the expressions of 
a genius who, while dwelling in 
Philadelphia at that time, was one 
of Jefferson’s most intimate advisers. 

This man was Thomas Paine, 4a 
native: of England, the son- of a 
Quaker corset maker who, after serv- 
ing apprenticeship in his father’s 
trade, had undertaken such various 
occupations as grocer, revenue man, 
schoolmaster, nonconformist preacher 
and pamphleteer. Paine had been 
a man of roving disposition and dis- 
solute habits. Having been widowed 
by his first wife within a year after 


their marriage, he had taken a second 
bride, but had deserted her for the 
wife of a Paris publisher.. He was 
self-willed and arrogant, yet possess- 
ed of a wonderfully brilliant mind. 
While Benjamin Franklin, was our 
representative in London, Paine wrote. 
an ‘attagk on the British royal sys- 
tem which contained ‘so much punch 


‘that Franklin persuaded him to come 


to Philadelphia in 1774.. He employ- 
ed his agile..pen as a protege of 
Franklin, who obtained for him the 
editorship of the Pennsylvania Ma- 
gazine. He was. writing forceful 
articles against slavery and in favqur 
of American independence when he 
met Jefferson upon the eve of the 
framing of the Declaration. ; 


The theory of those who would 
deprive him of the honour of hav- 
ing composed the original draft of 
the Declaration is that Jefferson, upon. 
being selected to make ‘that draft, 
turned to Paine as the man best able 
to put into emphatic and forceful 
language the sentiments which should 
be embodied in that great instru- 
ment, and that Paine had injected 
into the document some of his own 
pet theories. : 

The fact that the Declaration slight- 
ed the issue of unjust taxation has 
been put forth as a further argument 
in favour of Paine’s authorship. He 
regarded that issue as unimportant, 
whereas Jefferson had fought for it 
strenuously. 

Paine was the author of the pam- 
phlet Common Sense, whose forceful 
arguments in favour of independence 
brought him as reward a vote of 500 
pounds from the Pennsylvania Legis- 
Jature and a master’s degree from the 
Pennsylvania Legislature and a mas- 
ter’s degree from the University of 
Pennsylvania. The arguments’ “set 
forth in this work strikingly parallel- 
ed those of the Declaration, and it 
has been pointed out that the Declara- 
tion was not couched in the flow- 
ing style of Jefferson. 

Its explosive, terse style was very 
characteristic of Paine whose favourite 
figures of speech and phraseology
